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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  22?— 1912 


For  the  opening  and  extending  of  Calhoun  Street  from  the  South 
line  of  the  Old  Feeder  Canal  property  to  the  South  line  of  Putnam 
Street,  extended  East  to  intersect  Calhoun  Street,  extended  North. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Calhoun  Street  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State 
of  Indiana  from  the  South  line  of  the  Old  Feeder  Canal  property  to 
the  South  line  of  Putnam  Street,  extended  East  to  intersect  Calhoun 
Street,  extended  North. 

Said  opening  and  extending  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appro- 
priating for  street  purposes  sufficient  tracts  and  parcels  of  land 
described  as  follows;  Commencing  on  the  We st  line  of  Calhoun  Street 
at  its  Northern  terminus;  thence  North  across  the  Old  Feeder  Canal 
property  and  the  Right-Of-Way  of  the  Toledo  and  Chicago  Railway  Com- 
pany and  a portion  of  the  land  occupied  by  the  St.  Vincents  Orphan- 
age, to  the  South  line  of  Putnam  Street,  extended  East  to  intersect 
Calhoun  Street  extended  North;  thence  East  fifty  (|?0)  feet;  thence 
South  parallel  with  the  above  described  West  line  of  Calhoun  Street 
produce^North  to  the  Northern  terminus  of  the  present  North  line  of 
Calhoun  Street;  thence  Westerly  to  the  place  of  beginning.
